BMA MPRIMIS, There ſhall be appointed by the Proveſt, Baillies and Counſell foure honeſt men Stt- 
| A blcrs, who ſhall be called Poaſt-maſters,who being receaved & ſworne ſhall ſerve the Kings whole 
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27 In leiges within this Burgh, and repari thereto atall times when they ſhall be required by of the 
HS Kings leiges with ſufficient horſe and furnjcure thereto, for the pryces and hyre tollowing, To wit- 
Item every perſonthat hyres any horſeſhall declareto the Poaſtmaſter how far he is to ryde,and 
ſhall pay pennies for ilk myle of thar jougney out-ward, Sommer and Winter, and at his lighting 
if hc deliver the horſeto the awner or awaers ſervant to be free of further charge ofthe horſe for that Journey: 
And incaſe he keepe ordetenethe horſethar night,andxeturne back the ſecond or third day upon the aid horſe 
paying the horſe and boyes charges, he ſhill be no farther aſtrited of paymant but the outward hyre agely ; the 
j2rncy being ewentic myles at leaſt, and if he detene the horſe any longer, to pay ſixc ſhillings aught pennies iſk 


day, with the horſe and boyes charges. 
Tom if any perſon hyre by horſe tor aught myles or vithin, if he pleaſecither to quire the horſe there at his 
lighting or returnethereonthar ſame night, provyding þe ſtay notabove halfeane day,he ſhall be free paying 
pennies forilk myle. Bur if he derenc him all chaggay, he ſhall pay for thar dayes jorney a markggagd if he 


dztene himall night, he ſhall pay a mark with the ho mans charges,provyding he ride no . js 3. 
mylzs, and ilk day thathe derenes tie horſclonger, he 


all pay vi ſhillings viij d. with horſegnd boyey charges 
Icem ilk perſon that hyres any hore for any $Quracy or tuurtic myics, it he returneand redeliver the horſe to 
the awner or Poaſt-maſter or their ſervants upon the fourth night after the reſair of the ſaid horſe, heF}Y be free _ 
forthe outward hyre of : pennies for ilk mylezhe paying the horſe and mans charges. Andincile he rc- 
rene the horſe any longer, he ſhall pay vi ſhillings viijd-for ilk day, with the horſe and mans charges. And ifthe 
jorney be threeſcore myles, the perſon hyrer of the horſe ſhall be ſubject ro deliver the horſe upon thevi day. 
And if the jorney be foureſcorcof myles, upon the cightday,and ifir be fiveſcore of myles, upon the tent day 


and fo foorth accordingly asthe jorncy ſhallbe more or les,and ſhall pay onely |  Þpenniesf myle 
of any ofthe foreſaids jorneys outward, with the horſe and mans charges. And if the perſons hyrers the 


horſeany longerin any jorney nor is above ſet downe,ſhall pay for ilk day vi ſhillings viij d. with the horſe and 
ans charges ay and while the delivery of the ſaid horſe. 

Item, ifany man come to hyre an horle being 
Poaſt-maſter tocrav ec caution for the delivery of the hoxge,and payment ofthe hyre. 

Item, it ſhall not be leſome to no Stablers nor keepers dfhorſe within this burgh, or ſub-urbs thereof, to (er 
their horſe far or ncer for hyre,but by conſent of one of the Poaſt-maſters,under the paine of tinſcl of their hyre 
and priſonement of their perſons at the will of the Magiſttats. 

Item every perſon that hyres an horſe, ſhall be ſubjectro ryde jorney ryding onely, 8& no galloping for ſpoy- 
ling of mens horle, and if any perſon ſhall >etryedandfound to have done the ſamine cither myle or halfemyle 
Or above, hee ſhall pay anunlaw of 40 ſhillings to the awners of the horſe; and ifthe horſe be ſpoiled thereby, he 
N1ll pay the valour and price of the ſaid horſe. The price of the ſaid horſe being tryed by the Baillies. 

Item, the ſaids Poaſt-maſters ſhall be bound to receave and obſerveall articles,ftaturs and injunQons to be 
ſct downand given to them inany time heereafterby the Proveſt, Baillies and Counſell. 

Item, the ſaids Poaſt-maſters ſhall be obleiſt to furniſh the King wholeleiges art all times with ſufficient horſe 
a1d horſe geare, 8& ſhall obſerve and keep the whole injunRions given and ſer down tothem as ſaid is, under the 
pine of five pounds ſo off as they failzie, & farther puniſhment of their perſon atthe will of the Magiſtrars. 

Item, the ſaids Poaſt-maſters ſhall havefortheir paines and travels & onwaiting for ſerving the Kings leiges 
2s laid 1s, of ilk twenty ſhillings of hyre ſilver rwelve pennics to be payed by the awners of the horſe at the pay- 
wcatot the hyre, 


or ſuſpeR of unſufficiencie; it ſhall be foto the 
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
